He 
resigned his appointment in India in 1875, and for the fol- 
lowing 15 years was Engineer to the Bradford Corporation. 
During this period he designed and successfully con- 
structed many important works, among which is the large 
extension of the water-works in the Nidd Valley, costing 
approximately $6,250,000. He began his services with the 
London County Council in 1800. Sir Alexander was a 
member of a number of engineering and other societies 
in addition to the Institution of Civil Engineers and the 
Association of Municipal and County Engineers. He re- 
ceived the honor of knighthood in the year of the Diamond 
Jubilee.,

The railway was amalgamated with the Grand 
Junction Ry. in 1845, and this in turn became a portion of 
the London & Northwestern Ry. in 1546.

The construction of warehouses, equipped with 
modern loading devices at the principal railway stations, is 
planned. 

NRAINAGE.—Holland.—U. S. Consul Hill, at Amster- 
dam, reports that it is proposed by the States @eneral to 
close the Zuider Zee by a dike running from the North 
Holland coast to the island of Wieringen and thence to the 
Frisian coast, and to drain parts of the closed sea. The 
plan involves the recovery in 18 years of 46,500 hectares 
(114,901% acres) of fertile land. The railway distance be» 
tween the provinces of North Holland and Freisland will 
be shortened by 31 miles. The indemnity to be paid to the 
Zuider Zee fishermen is estimated at 4,500.000 florins 
($1,809,000). The total cost is estimated at 95,000,000 
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florins ($38,190,000). Navigation is hardly possible, and it 
frequently suffers from floods, the shores ey f converted 
into swamps. The southern part will be drained by the erec- 
tion of a levee about 19 miles long and 6% ft. wide, con- 
structed in an average depth of water of between 11 ad 
12 ft. The levee will be about 18 ft. higher than the 
level of Amsterdam, and will be capable of resisting the 
force of the waters even during the most violent storms. 
Four other levees will be built in order to make four large 
inclosures, which will afterwards be freed from water. 
It is estimated that it will take from 30 to 35 years to 
complete the work, and some 500,000 acres of soi] will be 
reclaimed, valued at $160,000,000. The damage which has 
periodically been done to the shores of the Zuider Zee 
will also be obviated. At the breaking of the levee ip 
1885, 371 lives were lost, and a damage of 14,000,000 
florins ($5,628,000) was caused to buildings and agri- 
cultural products. 

SUPPLIES, ETC.—British India.—Alex. Atkinson, Civil 
Enegr., Lahore, India, writes us that the kinds of work 
for which Americans have an opportunity to secure in 
Upper India, are the following lines: Steel beams of light 
section; steel. rails for tramways; cheap flour grinding 
machines adapted to the wants of the natives of India; 
tobacco grinding machines; cheap machines for making 
tools; cheap sewing machines; also machinery for making 
giass,, carbide, native jewels, powder and explosives, nails 
and screws, native tools, Portland cement, etc., and cheap 
paper mills, firebrick kilns, cheap inks, etc. Mr. Atkin- 
son would like to represent manufacturers of these goods 
in India. 

GAS AND OIL ENGINES IN FOREIGN COUNTRIES.— 
The Bureau of Foreign Commerce, Department of State, 
has issued a volume containing reports from the various 
consuls of the U. S. in regard to the opportunities for the 
sale of gas and oil engines abroad. Consul General Hurst 
at Vienna, Austria, states that the demand for gas en- 
gines is increasing in the country towns. There will 
be a demand for about 2,000 engines a year for the next 
four years A showroom, stocked with parts, repairing 
apparatus, etc., and with a force of mechanics in charge, 
should be established. Consul Horsfeld, at Trieste, Aus- 
tria, reports that the best way to introduce engines would 
be to arrange matters with Schnabl & Co., Cozzi & Co., 
and Ermanno Tureh & Co., the principal engineering 
firms of Trieste. Consuls Roosevelt, of Brussels; Le Bert, 
of Ghent, and Winslow, of Liege, Belgium, report that 
the American engine should sell provided there are show- 
rooms, and that the price, make, etc., are equal to that of 
the British and German manufacturers. Consul Skinner, at 
Marseilles, France, states that D. Moutte & Cie, 2 rue 
de la Paix, and Th. Pilter, 78 rue de la Republique, sell 
American engines and that the former would like to act 
as agents for other makes of engines. Consul Brunot, at 
St. Etienne, France, is convinced that American engines 
can compete with French or foreign makes. Consul Web- 
ber, at Nuremberg, Germany, believes that an American 
engine might find a sale, provided the manufacturers were 
willing to make sacrifices at the beginning as regards 
prices, commission for agents, etc. H. Rosenbaum and 
Richard Brass, of Nuremberg, are importers of American 
machinery. Consul Albert, at Brunswick, Germany, re- 
ports that there might be a sale for large gas motors if 
there were showrooms and repair shops established. Con- 
sul Heingartner, at Catania, Italy, reports that a limited 
sale of gas engines may be made, and that Franck & 
Donatelli, of Catania, would represent an American firm. 
Consul General Guenther, of Frankfort-upon-Main, Ger- 
many, reports that Greece offers good chances for the sale 
of gas motors, gas stoves, ete., gas being furnished at 
Athens and Piraeus at very low prices. The mines use 
gas engines. Gas motors are on the free hist in Greece. 
Consul Hill, at Amsterdam, Holland, suggests that a good 
representative, an engineer preferred, be sent over with a 
collection of six or more different engines. There is no 
duty on gas engines. Consul Listoe, at Rotterdam, states 
that dealers claim that the American make stands an 
equa! chance with the Crossley and Tangyes brands. The 
principal importers of gas engines at Rotterdam are Haus- 
maun Bros., Kasteelen & Cleton, Post van der Burg & Co., 
and H. C. van Mens. Vice Consul] Geary, at Malaga, 
Spain, reports that the only way to introduce American 
gas engines is to send competent agents, who will not 
only sell the engines, but will teach local engineers how 
to use them. Consul Bordewich, of Christiania, Norway, 
writes that the Alfheim Co., Alfheim, Pilestraedet 27, 
Christiania, will exhibit gas engines, etc., for a small sum. 
Consul Bergh, at Gothenburg, Sweden, recommends that 
sole agents be appointed for Gothenburg, Stockholm and 
Malmo Deputy Consul Duley, at Constantinople, Tur- 
key, believes that there are opportunities for the sale of 
gas motors for launches, etc. The consuls in the United 
Kingdom are nearly general in the opinion that there is 
little chance of introducing American gas motors in the 
British Islands. Some suggest that it might be advisable 
to send over representatives. to investigate the matter. 
Consul Stephens, at Plymouth, however, believes that 
there is an opportunity for the sale of American gas en- 
gines, and he would be glad to furnish manufacturers 
with a list of dealers Vice Consul Clark, at Sheffield, 
states that Winder Bros., Ltd., Royds Works, Sheffield, 
are willing to become agents for Americon gas engines. 
Crossley Bros., Ltd., and J. E. H. Andrews & Co., Ltd., 
Manchester, are among the leading makers of gas engines 
in Great Britain. Consul Graham, at Winnipeg, Man., 
Can., reports that gas engines are imported almost en- 
tirely from the U. S. A. W. Cruise, Manufacturers’ Agent 
at Moncton, N. B., Can., is willing to represent American 
manufacturers. The consuls in Canada are generally of 
the opinion that the American engine can be easily in- 
troduced if handled by competent agents. Vice Consul 
Hardy, at the City of Mexico, reports that most of the 
gas engines come from the U. S., and Consul Kindrick, at 
Ciudad Zuarez, considers that no field for gas engines is 
as inviting as is Mexico. Consul Caples, at Valparaiso, 
Chile, reports that large numbers of gas engines are im- 
ported, principally from Europe. He believes that there is 
a good field for American makes. Consul Gunsaulus, at 
Pernambuco, Brazil, sees no reason why American gas 
engines cannot be imported, the demand for which though 
small at present might be greatly increased by the visit 
of an active representative. Consul Fee, at Bombay, India, 
reports that the American oll engine is a better and more 
simply constructed machine than the English, and that it 
should meet with favor Consul Wilcox, at Hankau, 
China, reports that if Americans desire to secure their 
share of the trade of China they must either have their 
goods displayed in a permanent exposition in a few of 
the large cities, or have resident agents in the prinicipal 
open ports to work up trade and. to keep that trade well 
supplied with catalogues. Consul Davidson, at Tamsui, 
Formosa, Japan, thinks that a small kerosene marine 


motor would have a’sale in the far East. Consul General 
King, at Bangkok, Siam, states that the possibilities of 
selling gasolene engines for launches are large. There 
are probably 500 launches in and about Bangkok. Consul 
Ravndal, at Beirut, Syria, Turkey-in-Asia, thinks that 
there is a good prospect for petroleum engines. The gas 
works at Beirut will probably soon pass into the hands of 
H. Sabbag et Fils, who will make improvements, and will 
soon want gas motors, stoves, fixtures, etc. Consular 
Agent Weatherill, at Brisbane, Queensland, reports that 
there is a large business to be done in gas engines. There 
is no duty on gas engines. Consul Webster, at Hobart, 
Tasmania, states that there is an opening for oil engines 
simple in construction, and also for a good marine-type 
engine. Consul General Bray, at Melbourne, Victoria, 
writes that there is an extensive use of gas engines, and 
the demand is increasing. The consul requests that cata- 
logues, price-lists, etc., be sent to him. Consul Kidder, at 
Algiers, Algeria, reports that the people are favorable to 
American goods of all kinds, especially machinery. Consul 
Williams, at Sierra Leone, West Africa, reports that there 
will be no demand for gas engines and labor-saving ma- 
chinery for years to come. Hand machinery engages first
